SUBJECT : Permanent CIA. Hanning Staff 


1. One of my directives from Admiral .Relcom In connection with the 
long-range plan is to create a permanent CIA Hanning Staff. In oar 
discussions we have looked upon the long-range plan, currently in the 
process of preparation, as being the foundation stone for continued j Waning. 
& is already quite apparent that our lan,g- range plan will indicate many 
areas where we feel additional study and planning is required and there 
should he a contra! focal point in the Agency for carrying on this tas*. In 
addition, it is obvious that any long-range plan, in order to be realistic and 
effective, should be periodically revised and updated. 

2. In contemplating the type of a permanent I leaning Staff that should 
bm created, it ia important that it he so constituted to keep apprised of 
current Agency developments. It should have as its chief an individual who 
will he a driver, as well as being aggressive and imaginative. While the 
constitution of this small staff is till! in the ’thinking’ 3 * 5 stage, I believe that 
we ought to consider naming an individual as permanent Chairman, and 
designating representatives from ouch of the Directorates t© work with Met 
as required, with the planning aspect of their responsibilities having top 
priority. The individuals from th« Directorates should all be of sufficient 
stature and location to be able to speak for their Directorates and to be able 
t® produce any information remired . (I would simply note «n passing, that 
the group working with me at the % resent time in long-range planning ha* 
indicated not only enthusiasm for the Job, but concern that we have not been 
doing it. } 


3. It is my request that each of the Deputy Directors addressed give 

some thought not only to the nomination th at t hey might make for represents,
